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BLIZZARD OF ’88 
RECALLED HERE 
ON ANNIVERSARY 


Gettysburg: and Adams 
County Isolated by 
Terrific Storm 38 
Years Ago. 


The slight .snowfall today, m elting 
where it lay, recalled to older resi­ 
dents 
of 
G ettysburg 
and 
Adams 
county the greatest blizzard on rec­ 
ord. 
Shortly after l l o'clock on the 
night of March l l , 1888, after hours 
of heavy rain, snow began to fall. 
And the wind began to rise, while the 
them iom eter began to drop. 
It was the beginning of the great­ 
est blizzard of them all—the terrible 
March blizzard of 1888. 
Many local 
residents remember the howling white 
waste of snow th at was Adams coun­ 
ty on the m orning of March 12. The 
snjw began falling on Sunday night 
and aneled abruptly a t noon on Mon­ 
day, March 12, 1888. 
G ettysburg, it is recalled, was iso­ 
lated from the rest of the country, 
and each community wa# “living unto 
itself alone" for several days afte r 
the blizzard, with wire and rail com­ 
munications completely cut off. 
Heavy Snow In 19(19 
There have been heavier snowfalls 
than the blizzard of ’88, when from 
ten inches to ten feet of snow covered 
the Atlantic seaboard. 
The Christ­ 
mas blizzard of 1909 
witnessed 
a 
greater precipitation of snow, tw enty 
inches falling as compared with ten 
inches in the atonal of 38 years ag o.

The March blizzard of *88 covered 
the whole Atlantic coast from the

seventy in all sections of the country. 
Tile actual number of lives lost as a 
result of the blizzard was probably 
considerably larger if those who died 
days and weeks later as a result of 
exposure and suffering are included. 
Gives Graphic Account 
Sergeant Luther M. Dey, in charge 
of the Philadelphia w eather bureau in 
1888, gives a graphic account of the 
snow storm. 
Mr. Dey, w’ho resigned 
from the signal corps service this 
year, is seventy-four years old and 
lives at Rochester, N. Y. Parts of his 
account of the blizzard follow: 
“Monday, March 12, 1888. 
“possibly the most severe, if not the 
heaviest snow storm that ever visited 
Philadelphia, commenced at 11:15 last 
night, and was raging with all the 
fury that it is possible to think of or 
w rite about, when the hour (IO a. rn.) 
had arrived which completed the life 
of tho cold wave signal, orders with 
reference to which were of such few 
hours preceding th at tho public had 
scarcely an opportunity to know th at 
the order existed. Of course, the cold 
wave order was fully justified, for by 
IO a. rn. the tem perature had fallen 
18 degrees since receipt of the tele­ 
gram . 
“At 11:10 p. rn. of the lith , when 
snow storm began, an inch and a half 
of rain had fallen, and so thoroughly 
drenched were the streets and so high 
the tem perature (39 degrees) th at it 
seemed impossible to bury the city in 
overwhelming snow within so short a 
tim e as it only required; yet such, in 
deed, happened. W ith the commence­ 
ment of the new’ day (12 m idnight), 
the wind increased to a gale, and the 
snow fell thicker and faster. At 3 a. 
rn. the storm was at its height, and 
nothing anim ate (not even a police­ 
m an) was to be seen or heard. 
Rescue Parties Helpless 
“Doors 
and 
windows, 
however, 
creaked and moaned, signs went flying 
through the densely 
freighted 
air, 
costly plate glass was shivered to 
atoms, trees and poles bowed and fell 
before the roaring wind, and from 
basement to roof a coating of snow 
was driven against and pasted to the 
north and west walls of every build­ 
ing. 
Of course, such of the M reet 
cars as run at night were soon brought 
to an immovable halt, or derailed, and 
around and over them mounds of snow 
soon formed. Rescuing and relief par­ 
ties were helpless and impotent, for 
the storm was m aster and could not 
be withstood.

Eddie Plank Dead 
Eddie Plank, famous southpaw 
of other days, is dead as the re­ 
sult of a paralytic stroke. 
Plank, by his great work for the 
Philadelphia Athletics, gained a 
place in baseball’s hall of fame as 
one of the greatest lefthanders of 
all-time. 
He was one of tho first college 
ball players to make good without 
having any previous professional 
experience. He came to the Ath­ 
letics direct from Gettysburg Col­ 
lege. 
Connie Mark developed Rube 
Waddell as well as Eddie Plank. 
Connie once told me that he re­ 
garded Plank the more valuable 
of tho two great pitchers. 
Eddie Plank was one of the 
smartest pitchers I ever called 
J 
balls and strikes for. 
Great Southpaw 
Plank, always a frail looking 
chap and a bundle of nerves, was 
just the type to finally succumb to 
a stroke of paralysis. 
No pitcher in the history of the 
game ever kept the batter or um­ 
pire as much on edge as Plank. 
He always insisted that was half 
his stock in trade as far as the 
hatter was concerned. 
Getting his signals from the 
catcher, just off the rubber, he 
would invariably shake his head 
three 
or four times, although 
often the first signal given was 
the style ball pitched.
